The 
fides and ceiling of the room were 
always droping with the mo:ft 
Gamps ccndenfing upon ‘them. 
To remedy which nuifance, and to 
preferve thefe chambers of thé 
dead pure and élean thére wasin 
each rooma fmall channel ctr in 
the floor, whieh ferved to drain 
the droope that’ fall eonftautly into 
wu. 

But the moft ‘furpiifing vhing 
belonging te thefe fubrerrancous 
chambers; was their doors, of 
which there ia only one that re- 
mains hanging. being left as it 
were on purpefe to 'puzzel the 
beholders. It confifted of a plank 
of fone of about fix-inches in thick 
me{s, and in its other dimenfions 
equalling the fize of an ordwaiy 
door, or fomewhat léefy, It was 
carved in fuch @ manner, asto re- 
fermble a’ piece of wainfcot, the 
frone of which tt'was umade was 
vifible cf the fame kind with the 
whole rock, and it tuned upon 
iwo hinges in the magaire of axels. 

Thefe hinges wete of the fame 
entire piece of fone with the door, 
and were contained in two hétes 
of the immoveable 1m, one at the 
topthe other at thé bovom. 

From this defcr:mion itis ob. 
vious to flart a ancien, how fuch 
coors asthefe were mace ? wherh? 
er they were eut out ef the rok, 
in the fame place-and manner as 
they mow heng, or whether they 
were biowght, and fixed in their 
fiation lke othe: doors ? one of 
thefe muft be fuppcfed to have 
teen done, snd which fo¢ver part 
we choofe, as moft prulable, it 
feems at firft plance to be not 
withcut ited ficulty. ° ) 

From thefe fepulchres we re- 
tuined igward the city again, and 
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ju by Herod's gate were ‘thewn 
a grotto.’ full’ of filthy water and 
mite. This paffed for the dungeon 
in Which ferémiah wae kept -by 
Zeédekiah, rill enlarged by the char. 
ity of -Ebed ' Molech. Jer. “8.
